The miiohief, 
unhappilj, tffectt the interest* of thou con- 
cerned, in ■nultituduiDui forma. It raltrdi their 
labour i, tnd intercepti their erapa, aj well ai 
nveepi away tbair itorea, A feeling of dia- 
courijijemetit and donbt damp* their enterpiiae. 
The di* traction and break-up of home brinft 
numerous petty care* which, though not atpn. 
Mtslj of moeh weight, ntverLheleaa make re- 
gular indmlr; imponaible. Added to all Ihii U 
th* gnat riih of health by tha change of 
niblt, by th* lou - 
damp of inundtted 
more thin all, by lbs 
open* nn often unnoticed but eitrernely common 
iraniM to dieat**. We shall deem it •itrimely 
fortunate if th* tftccta of the flood tt* only 
traceable, in the earn** of a few months Ln 
injured dwellingt. 

It it r.ecesei ry that wa ihnvtld fully meat ore 
the extent of thil etlicaity, for such li nut now 
be eonildered, not only to tha itrtmediite 
•nffenra but tj the whol* colony. It 
wiil be requiaita that we should look nt 
tha subject in t luge and generous spirit, 
tnd, while ctuliounly guarding acainat 
abtuaa, be willing to ahar* tn aorae degree the 
preuure of * mUfertime ao wide ipretding tnd 
to inevitable, 

_ Th* dimtge by a flood is thb connlry it Kea- 
nioned, to t canaidenble extant, by the descent 
of treat down tha rapldi : nothing cavn aland 
tgainit then ; th-y daub forward with retittleii 
impetnotity, and stive and amtth everything in 
their court* — tht boat that atruggln over th* 
current, and the bridge that crouei Ihe gully. 
It matter* littl* wbrther light or atrong, againat 
tuch artillery no contlrnction ntda without pre- 
paituon for a flood it able to eland. 

Many colemUti team to be quite ignorant of 
the force of deaoeuding water, and thut place 
their litee in peril. Rarely n flood occur* with- 
out valuable membari of aociety being aiciiSsed 
through thil forgetful nm of natural law*. A 
targe body of water moving at a moderate mta 
oflbra a formidtbla rtalittnce, but when that 
velijcity it tlightly incretaed it ntakaa iport nf 
tb* ilraagth of man tnd hone. A very little 
additional rapidity) ia lufficient to whirl down 
Bum which it might hive bean thought 
impoittbla for water to nmova. Thut, 
in a flood, the difference of mitiuttt 
may be a matter of life and deatb t and how few 
are there whota knowledge of tb» country ii 
lufllcient to wtrrant their venture f How few 
can be sure tht; have not passed the mommi tt 
which daring it folly, and when a man become* 
aim i,a t a guilty accessory to hi* own death. The 
live* lost in thete colonies by Cords certainly 
amount to thoutandt : in one river in Tie mini* 
it wat estimated thai not lets than £00 penont 
had pcriihed by mining the ford in times of 
flood. Thi* country is, perhaps, not so 
liable to tuch surprise", bat th* sicri- 
fleei have been nerartheltsa gnat, tnd 
most dutr*s*ing. Safety in inch cue i* 
not to b* won by courage, not even to be 
aecaredby itrength. Ihe Itwa of nature are 
inexortblt : thoee who cannot breaet the etrearn 
must be engutphed by it. Theie things, how- 
ever obvious to many, art by many also for- 
gotten, and perhaps to re-atata th«m, however 
trite, mty pTeaerve some one fro in destruc- 
tion. 

The point* brought under review by the flood 
may preserve ui from the mis direction of labour 
and enterprise. Th* structure of obi public 
worki mutt take into account that* frequently 
recurring visitation.! . The Inundation! of the 
Hawkeebury have been repealed (very 
few yean, tnd have been productive 
of diiatter from lie very foundation of the 
colony. Th* floodi of Maitland are now an 
established femurs of ila history. Whatever 
will not abide those floods ia evidently to be 
valued only by th* tvwag* interval* between 
them. It it that neceetary to provide not for 
tha usual but the extraordinary a train. We 
understand that great coit will be occasioned by 
previous mistake* upon thi* point, In th* tale 
of public lands for townahipt, it it necaatary the 
Government should guard th* MOplt 
against residing within th* margin of 



tee floodi. In 9 me instances land bit 
been EO |d tn mail illotmentt, and township, 
laid ont, when tha waters occasional y tush 
down like a cataract, and rite SO feel above 
th* mil. It ii hardly to bi eipecud Ihtt 
thoughtle*! peopli, who look out f^r fcruls 
land, and who me eatiitkd to do like their 
neighbour*, will be lasted ht ihe noesiyiity of 
■ flood within tan or fifteen vein. Government 
ahould be no party to the risk. Where there art 
fine alluvial flats, but liable to inundation*, the 
people oogbt not to tceida upon them. 

We preen in* that, coniidering thin wide 
tpretding di- ester, eome public movement will 
be made. The Government already hu ihown 
proper 1 Hon lion to the case, to hr ne it in within 
its department. Tim Legialatur* will fully 
justify a wise and caution, liberality. There la 
no risk of creating a chronic abuse. Th* relief 
of distress from a calamity which is beyond Ihe 
pow«r of man to anticipate, to tvett, or tanew, 
it juet tb* eaae in which an entire people should 
make the Government their almoutn. It is 
proper to aupply whatever it requisite to pvs- 
•crve the hvei of Iht surterers at tbc public coat, 
including, of eoutie, their preservation ftotn 
famine. It would be indeed absurd to spend 
large sums nf money to Import people, and then 
to refuse a small .cm which might bo necc.ar, 
to pt* m . them from pwUhing. 



It ie common enough far at in Australia to see 
tome of th* raw material wt ship to England 
com* back to us as manufaetiired articles. In 
the cat* of wool tnd leather thil hat long beta 
abundantly familiar. Our imported woollens 
and boot* hue many of them ten th* colony 
bef ire. and an no itrangeri on their arrival 
Tbiy have simply taken a trip round the world, 
tod come back in a new thapa. Thiiii not the 
case at present with our cotton iatpoiU, thongh 
(ha day will eventually com* when urn* of the 
prtnti as well ai the barege* that our native 
lidiaa wear will be manufactured from the pro. 
due* of Australian anil. A little (top toward! 
minuficturirigAuitraliineoMon hu recently been 
liken. It in but* little atep, w* admit, and { a 
mora bf an experiment thin a mercantile trana- 
actnn, yet it ii tha forerunner of greater thinge 
to follow ; end in this light il it of too much 
inters" for ul to allow It to pat* unnoticed. 

On thi 29th of September, 1831, ten little 
balea of Australian cotton wet* aold by auction 
at (ha rooms of Merer*. Mom tnd Co. They 
w "" 0». produee of tht Moretoti Bay district, 
grown, we believe, by Ur. KuwiDun. There 
wu a sinai-i competition for them, u they were 
eome what or a cuiioiity, but they were ulti- 
mately purchased by Menu. Eniwonra and 
Co. They wart exhibited by thet* gutlamtn 
•t the exhibition held in th* Museum 
or articles d satined for lb* Pari* 
Exhibition. They were (hen ahipped to 
Europe, and exhibited at Paris amongst iht 
product* of New South Wife*, where manufac- 
turers had an opportunity of tawing what Aus- 
tralia will be able to produce in (hit respect 
whenever it, resource* are called out. After 
th* Exhibition wis over, ie wu forwarded, by 
direction of the Mtura. Eeswoarn, to Lhsir 
London correspondents, InTiira, EltWOMtii, 
end HoLxti, with orders to hav* it mini! fee lured 
and then returned to the colony. There wu 
eome delay and difficulty in gelling thi* order 
executed. It would have been easy enough to 
hiv. had tan thousand bafea manufactured, 
but to make a special job of two 
bate* wu what the majority nf mill* 
would not ttoop to do. Those monotti 
m inufictoi-iei that iwallow op bales by th* 
thousand and clamour incessantly for more, 
work on so gigantic t tcaln that they could not 
adapt their machinery to deal with inch a little 
quantity ai two bale*.

(o know how to interfere to at to iccomplish the 
object Ln view. In India much is hoped for 
from the introduction, of railways, tnd th* divi- 
dends on these lines guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment mty be conspdercrj virtually u t bonus on 
cotton cultivation. But tut the- intense desire 
to make India a large cotton-fleld 
these works would not have been 
sane tinned so quickly and to so large tn extent 
u they btve been. In Australia, cotton grow- 
ing must learn to do without Btato patronage, 
and depend on its own intrinsic merits Hither- 
to tha coat of cultivation has been found too 
high to nuke tht business profitable. To 
reduce this cost is the problem, for when solved 
a new ert is opened to Autlrilitn Industry. 
We do not imagine that th* American planta- 
tion ityte of cultivation it capable of being 
reproduced in Australia, Slavery io notpoui- 
bin hero, nor can any one desire to see wage* 
reduced n low u to ntk* it possible to 
emulate the cheap labour of mot* 
countries. But It hu not 
■ufflcitntly tested whither coltoo 
may not b* profitably grown by arnaU 
farmers, not at their only crop, and their sole 
dependence, but In addition to other thing!.

trouble being —ten to retain bynrlincinl moans the 
water of the heavy rains which periodically visit the 
loealilica. 

Fias.— A Are rery recently took place at Kieta, the 
residence of Mr, AuguaL us Morris. It ap- 
pears to have arisen from a etorn pipe, 
which paased through the roof, becoming overheated. 
T'ottunately, the crackling of the Htmea quickly 
aroused the family, and assistance bring at hand, the 
fire was extinguished before it had burnt long enough 
to do very material injury. 

Tna DKiTnvcviva Fi.t.— Vcryp— it complaint* are 
being made of the destruction of garden cnipa by a fly 
of pcculiii appearance, which attacks cnhhagri, 
tuTuips. potatoca, and other vefjetaliles, aid i lls them 
entirely away. The fly in of a brown t olour, and ia 
believed to have been previoiiily unknown in the 
colony ; at all events, no person remembers garden 
eropa having ever before suffered In a precisely aimilat 
manner, This disease haa Mreged the Billybong, tlie 
Murray, and the junction of ike Murnimbldgee, and 
no remedica Have been. Found for stopping ita progress. 
Pisces where much rain has fallen have beenW Ill- 
affected by the fly, and in some place! green peas hare 
escaped when all other vegetables have been entirely 
eaten np. 

AreoisriliWTa.— Mr. Eichard W, Chnlwkk has 
been appointed poundkeeper, at Bairanald, in the 
room of the late Mr. William Graham. Mt. 
MuedoTiold haa been appointed chief constable of the 
Bilranald Police District, in the room of Mr. D. 
Jlanam, resigned, 

Tue Wairnrtt, (to.— Daring the paat two months, 
this part of the bush has been favoured with a auccea. 
aion of fliie showere, which have ea used the burnt up 
plaint to change their long barren uporjt for a alight 
greenish tint. Wc appear to Lava been mure fortunate 
than our neighhoura in respect to rain, aa the aettlen 
along the lldlvhnng ore making great complaints 
of the long continuance of dry weather in that part of 
the colony. Many nf the mornings hare been execs- 
alvclyfiigitT, *»— — such occasions there have gene- 
rally been rails of rain in the eftcr.pirt of the day. A 
few severe frnate have airraid y visited ua, and on one 
occasion a small quantity of ice w_ vi.lblo-a rathtr 
rare oecummce In thia locality. On the afiemoonof 
the lSih Instant thsre was a rapid succession of moat 
beautiful rainbows, the final one being a very elegant 
and perfect double rainbow. The immense quantity 
of mosquito apawn noticeable on all the plafna xeemB 
to itive public notice that tbeso olegiit and uacrul 
iruweti intend to visit us in reiy large swarms during 
the coming summer. The Murrumbidgee eotnnienced 
rising on the ~oth,1unr, and haa continued to come up 
with litii* intermission until the present moment; Hit 
oontinuea to riae at tho same rale it will be lank high 
in about n week more. Many of ths creeka are al- 
ready much flooded, and it ia generally thought that 
we aiiall hue n heavy and long. protracted Unod. Se- 
veral good fluihes have lately come down the l.achlan, 
and have much Hooded tlie cslenaive reed beda et the 
junction, aa the high ante oF the Murrumbidgee lias 

Erevan tod rauch of the water From flowing away. The 
lacka have boon busy netting Sik in the mouth of 
the Lnohlan, and hare had fine catches of bream, 
porch, and cod. Tho wild duck have of late become 
ao wild lhat it ia very diihcnlt tn apear them, and 
many of the blacks hare obtained possession of 
muakota and ammunition to enable them to procure 
their utiutlomcd supply of these delicious birda.

FrRont oi:n conurspoTrnnxT.] 
Ttnisn.iNr, duly ni. — Cutoff aa we ore in this place 
from all direct eommunicntion with Europe, we nevcr- 
theleaa show occasionally signs of that progress which 
ia ao eUaricteriatic of the greet Anglo-Saxon family. 

The keeper of a hotel in eltiuth Briabane, Mr. Soutrr, 
haa juat had hi* premiers lighted up with ftae, manu- 
factured on the apoc, in a aimpTe apparatua cnnaLructcd 
by a Mr. Fawcett, who haa recently aetlled here in 
thia line of business. The gaa produced is from More- 
ton BayooaL and is of excellent quality, and the lighl, 
independent of its superiority, ie found to be muoh 
cheaper than that obtained from the clumsy con- 
trivances of oil or tallow. The whole affair cost 
— 00, and would not have been even ao expensive il 
an error had not bf&u made in ihe sixc of the caatinga 
in Sy.tney, The lighting of the whole eaUblisliment 
involves a daily consumption of Go lb*, of coal. There 
are iwo letojts in use, each of them about three Test 
long, and the fun ace can bo applied to culinary pur- 
poses. As this mode of lighting up establishments if 
found to be so egaaomicol, it ii' likely to extend here, 
unless a public company (or lighting the whole town 
with gaa be eatebtii bed, for which there are great faci- 
lities, but of which there ia at present little prospect 
Another instance of progress in the useful arts ia the 
erection of a machine for making biacuita, which was 
imported by Mr, Powles, baker, and ie now in opera- 
tion. In addition to Iheeeilgiat of animntio n Ism happy 
to bt able to abate that a start in real earnest in 
the Browing of cotton la likely at last to ha made. 
Two cxtenairo proprietors of land at Sandgate, eitnated 
on the bay, have hetween them abont twenty men em- 
ployed clearing the ground and making preparatory 
preparations for the cultivation of cotton on an exten- 
sive Kiale, Whether these aohemes, like former ones, 
will be abandoned before — ey are properly carried out 
remains to be seen ; but they nrviaise well in the outset, 
and there ia are— ground to believe that they will ba 
persevered In, 

Wool and tallow an not coming down ao fast aa 
might have beam expected, and I am afraid the (lata 
of the weather and thai roads win not altogether ac- 



count for Uiia dilaloilnoss. The fsct ia, that it is now 
pretty clear that there will be a considerable falling 
oft this aeasoyi in the amount of export! 
from the district compared with former 
years. The falling off may be accounted for by 
various eaiisea. In the Drat place there ia reason to 
believe lhat the wetneaa of tho aetunin haa involved the 
Iota of man; sheep tlu-nughout the district, althongh 
very little haa been eald about It. This indeed haa 
been aasigned hy one stockholder as ths cause of his 
insolvency, snd there can be no doubt that the loss on 
this account hoi been general. In tho second place 
the largo drafts of atoct which have been for iomo 
time paat taken off for the Southern markets cannot 
hut produce a marked effect on the experts by sea. 
Owing to these Iwo causes principally, f think it will 
bo Found lhat our shipments during tho present year 
will he considerably bel ow the average. The demand 
for stock in the toulh has had Ihe effect of 
raising the price here. I observe that at a sale of 
8U0 sheep lately at Drayton, although tho bidding 
wsa apirited, they Verojhought in at 9s. 2d. Should tha 
demnnd for the fkiuihem markets continue, we may 
expect that weight of oareaaa will ba more looked to 
than it haa been heretofore in the oolong, and that 
breeds distinguished for this quulitv will be more 
sought after. 

The following account of frenh murders by ttie 
black, on tho Dawson, ia from the .VorrA Atutmlinn, 
which aayi:— 

* correspondent famishes ne with the following 
brief but distressing account or the mnrder of two 
men by the blacks nt Euromba, the station nf Mr. P. 
Cardew. in tha vicinity of tho Dnwaon River— 
1 I write to inform you of another case of— is— iualton 
committed by the blaoka, on the station celled 
Euromba, where a shepherd and a hutkeeper were both 
found dead at the sheep-vsrda on ftundaT morning, 
the 11th instant. The unfortunate men were killed 
while id the act of shifting tho yards \ the hut was 
plundered, and the sheep scattered, and all this oc- 
curred irithln a few miles of tho plana where lieutenant 
Rosa and hia native police arc stationed. Tha names 
of the poor fellows who were murdered arc Staple and 
Priggett. There are only Ave of the native police 
force here, and even that small body Is not remarkable 
fur either activity or efficiency. The squatters com- 
plain that they do not move about enough, and 
perhaps a word or two from you might attract the 
attention of Ihe superior o Boers to the facts I have 
stated." 

I observe that the Drnyton correspondent of the 
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prevent the aceumulation of large arrears, ia aufficiently 
striking. ThJapauultyof Judicial bualneaa at Moretrm 
Bay may not leaf long however, and it Is just poiaible 
that before hia Hanoi can be recalled, if ihe trotern- 
ment shsll Anally determine on that atop, aeparetlon 
may be carried out, and thia of eourao would necessi- 
tate some permanent Judicial arrangements.

The Inhabitanti of that part of Briabane known sa 
Fortitude Valley were kept in a elate of considerable 
excitement during the last few days la conse- 
quence of the lota of a boy six yeara of 
age, named Thomas Fcrguaon, who lived 
in tint put of the town, The boy in company 
with his brother, about a year older, wee ratuming to 
the residence of his parents from the rising ground 
behind Mr. lvtrn-"- colt ace. TJtt two children differed 
about the read they ihould take, and each followed a 
separate path. Thia was about fire o'clock on Friday 
afternoon. The elder hor arrived at home all light, 
and in about half an hoar thereafter— hit younger 
brother not making hit appearance— a search was in. 
atituted and was continued um ncceufuUy 
during the greater part of the night, 
which mi dark. On the eiicceeiUng Saturday, 
Sunday, Monday, and Tuesday, the aeareh was 
fruiiWly kept up, hut on Wedneadoy forenoon the 
body nf the unfortunate little wanderer area dis- 
covered in llrealfuct Creek, floating, and entangled in 
the boughs of a fallen tree. The distance from hia 
home was two or three mtlfa, Av a parcel of diunki n 
blacka were quarrelling and fighting at the epot where 
ths two brothers ported, the public had a strong sua • 
picion that the former bad some hand ill making away 
with the child, but nothing that couid at all warrant 
auch 1 suspicion appeared nt the inquest. After Ihe 
deceased parted from hia brother, he waa not seen 
alive, end of course no one can tell what might hate 
occurred 10 terrify and bewildet him, but at (be lime 
of their parting ha did not appear, 
Ing tn the evidence, to ha at all 
of the blacks, What rendrra hia straying more _ 
countable i» Hi- fact that in every direction savo one, 



which waa quite opposite to hia hoi . 
range of houses between hiraandthebuih. Whether 
the drunken aqua holes of the blacka had anything to 
do with making the poor boy loan his way cannot now 
be known, hut the former have long been an Intole- 
rable nuisance to ttnsaa living in the outakiita 
of the town. Nightly, for weeks, is the road leading 
to their csmpa tho scene of saturnalia such as oould 
only be enacted by aerogel In a Mate or intoxication. 
Of course the gnotpst nffljndera are the publicans 
who limply them with liquor; but these gentry it 
seertii difficult to reach, at least the cenricttoni 
on thit acore ore remarkably few and far between, 
although, aa m»v be dally seen, the oflc uce itself is 
often encugh committed.

SorALi, Tt'MOiv, Jt'iv 28th.— I hasten lo eom-nuni- 
cite particular, of (he sudden visitation of one of the 
meat disastrous Heeds on the Tumn linec the first dl.- 
covevy of gold in this locality. On Moods!-, heavy 
ahowur* fill atthtctvala, andalao during tho night, but 
nothing to cause Serious alarm. Aa the day began to 
dawn, however, it Camo pouring down without inter- 
mieainn. Towards du.k the rise in the river became 
more end more apparent, and serious appre- 
hensions began to occupy the minds of the in- 
habitants, lest during the Bight ihe inundation 
might sweep oil property to a large amount. 
Loaa ,i life Was also apprehended, and il waa with 
didlculty people could be persuaded tn retire to their 
respective domiciles for the night, huoysnt wllh lho 
hope that ihe bills around were anfticiently high to 
afford aecore refuge from the rapidly rising waters.

I must now notice the total dcatrucUOD of the bridge
